‘Martial law widens the,gulf between them ; 


but the gulf exists befere martial law begins to 
operate. The respect paid to his Captain by 
an En or Russian soldier is respect paid 
not simply to official rank, but to birth and 
social position. 

Amongst Democracies the officer owes all | 


‘his suthority'to the law. The soldier looks up 
‘to him’ purely as @ public functionary, and 
‘rarely asaman. ‘The discipline necessary for 


the successful carrying out of prolonged strug- 
gles and complicated operations would, there- 


fore, become exceédingly difficult to create and 


maintain, if it'were not aided by the superior 
intelligence and willingness of the men. ‘The 
Democratic soldier has generally .his heart in 
his work, and reasons himsclf with passive 
obedience. He is silent, orderly and submis- 
sive, not because he fears punishment, but be- 
cause he knows .order. and submission to be 
necessary to victory.
